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OCDA seeks to retry man for murder in bizarre stove death 


mer Orange County Register columnist 
Frank Mickadeit and Wayne Gross, an ex- 
U.S. Department of Justice boss in Santa 
Ana—gets a BMW 650-i; a Mercedes 
GL-550; a Regal Express Cruiser boat; a 
Hummer golf cart; a painting of a ship; 
$29,500 per month in ex-spousal support; 
$13,000 per month for child custody; a 
$3 million home, plus furnishings and 
moving expenses; paid health insurance; 
$1,000 per month for home maintenance; 
and all the “clothes, jewelry and shoes” he 
bought her during the marriage. 

CRUZ CONTROL

T here's no dispute the California 
Highway Patrol (CHP) doc¬ 
tored a traffic-fatality report 
involving a stolen residential 
stove that accidentally fell off a pickup 
truck on the 91 freeway in Anaheim. 

There's no question CHP bosses quietly 
destroyed the original report, or that the 
replacement document helped the Orange 
County district attorney's office (OCDA) win 
a controversial, first-degree murder convic¬ 
tion against Cole Wilkins, the driver who— 
everyone agrees— 
hadn’t intended to 
kill anyone. 

Nor can anybody 
claim Wilkins’ 
defense lawyers 
were informed 
about the missing 
evidence until years 
later, when whistle¬ 
blowers emerged. 

It’s also indisput¬ 
able that the trial 
judge, Richard Toohey, issued bad jury 
instructions tripping the defense and mis¬ 
leading jurors about the law, according to 
a 2013 California Supreme Court ruling 
that overturned the conviction, including 
the 26-years-to-life sentence. 

The mess has prompted Deputy Public 
Defender Sara Ross, Wilkins’ attorney, to 
initiate efforts to block prosecutors from 
retrying the case, which is scheduled for 
the end of the month. Ross believes outra¬ 
geous government conduct precludes her 
client, who has already been incarcerated 
for nine years, from receiving a fair, second 
trial. She insists prosecutors, who deny 
any wrongdoing and say trial errors were 
harmless, shouldn’t benefit from suspected 
cheating by getting a second chance. 

According to court records, John 
Heckenkemper, a veteran CHP officer, 
responded to the 5 a.m. July 2006 freeway 
scene after the stove fell off the pickup 
truck and resulted in numerous collisions, 
as well as the death of a motorist, David 
Piquette. Heckenkemper’s report con¬ 
cluded that Piquette, who’d been speed¬ 
ing on his way to work as a Los Angeles 
County sheriff’s deputy in Whittier, was 
to blame for swerving into another lane 
and slamming into a cement truck as he 
approached the appliance that had been 
blocking the road for five minutes. While 
Heckenkemper took vacation, other 
CHP officials erased his finding to blame 
Wilkins, a move that helped Senior Dep¬ 
uty District Attorney Mike Murray file 
charges based on a felony murder theory. 
In other words, a defendant committing 
a burglary of an expensive stove can be 


deemed a killer, if he inadvertently takes a 
life while executing that felony. 

The supreme court overturned Wilkins’ 
2008 conviction because Toohey refused to 
inform jurors of an “escape clause” in the 
felony murder rule: The killing has to be a 
continuous part of the burglary. According 
to the justices, that wasn’t the case because 
the stove accident occurred an hour after 
the Menifee crime and 60 miles away, 
while Wilkins drove to Long Beach at a 
safe speed without any police pursuit. 

“Given the evidence, there is a rea¬ 
sonable probability that a jury properly 
instructed on the escape rule would have 
concluded that the defendant had reached 
a place of temporary safety before the 
fatal act occurred and was not guilty of 
felony murder,” the high court stated. 

As OCDA and Ross battle for a second 
trial, Superior Court Judge Marc Kelly in 
December agreed prosecutors violated 
discovery rules, but he declined to declare 
outrageous government conduct. Kelly, a 
12-year veteran in OCDA before grabbing 
a 2000 bench appointment, also refused 
Ross’ request to question law-enforce¬ 
ment officials under oath about the doc¬ 
tored report. On Jan. 22, the judge will 
entertain what could be her last attempt 
to derail the case. 

NEWPORT COAST HARDSHIPS 

You may recall our August 2015 cover 
story on the messy divorce between an 
ultra-wealthy Orange County Republican 
couple, Thomas Phillips and wife Ran¬ 
dall, who spent more than $262,000 per 
month on living expenses. According to 
court records, Thomas—once the owner 
of a successful conservative publishing 
empire that routinely attacked gays—har¬ 
bors secret, less-than-consistent hetero-

sexual desires. Those same files accuse 
Randall, once a reporter for the Reverend 
Pat Robertson’s Christian Broadcasting 
Network, of being a gold-digger who 
enjoyed a lengthy sexual affair with R&B 
singer Chuckii Booker, godson of Grammy 
Award winner Barry White. 

Turns out that a week after our article 
published, the parties reached a confi¬ 
dential settlement that, not surprisingly, 
included language that neither person 
could speak to the other without writ¬ 
ten permission, and “those communica¬ 
tions” must only involve the “peaceful 
exchanges” of the parties’ two minor 
children, Reagan and Parker. But they 
now can’t agree on that settlement, so a 
hearing has been scheduled for Feb. 22 in 
Orange County Superior Court. 

Here are terms of the pending deal: 

• Randall surrenders ownership rights 
to a $13 million Corona del Mar house and 
agrees to give up an expensive burial plot 
at Pacific View Memorial Park, plus drop 
a lawsuit against Thomas’ allegedly hos¬ 
tile household servants, who worked at 
the couple’s $21 million, ocean-view, New¬ 
port Coast mansion at 9 Pelicans Drive. 

• Thomas, who was close pals with 
legendary OC Republican Party boss 
Tom Fuentes, keeps that estate; control of 
numerous investment accounts; a 2002 
Rolls-Royce; 105 gold coins; buffalo nickels; 
a massive wine collection; dozens of paint¬ 
ings; a model-train collection; and all rights 
to his remaining businesses, including 
Healthy Directions, Leopard Media, 7811 
Investors LLC and 7811 Montrose Limited. 

• He must pay “high-quality PPO” costs 
for their kids’ medical insurance, as well 
as $265,000 annual premiums for their 
life-insurance policies. 

• Randall—whose lawyers include for¬ 


USC football booster. In recent years, 
Schroeder added explorer to his resume, 
visiting the Earth’s poles and most of 
the planet’s highest peaks in life-risking 
adventures. He’s now planning a 2017 trip 
to Mount Everest. 

In the meantime, however, Schroeder 
craves a major political feat. As U.S. Senator 
Ted Cruz’s California political director and 
co-state chairman, he is working to help 
the Texan win the Republican Party’s presi¬ 
dential nomination. Past consulting for Mitt 
Romney (2008) and Newt Gingrich (2012) 
didn’t end as he’d hoped, but the Newport 
Beach resident says he believes Cruz is on 
track to land in the White House. 

It’s unclear how, or if, California’s June 
Republican primary will impact the race, 
but the Field Poll reported a surge in Cruz 
support here. According to the firm, the 
senator jumped from 6 percent support 
in October 2015 to 25 percent earlier this 
month—two points ahead of Donald Trump. 
That movement doesn’t surprise Schroeder. 
He says voters are attracted to Cruz because 
he’s a “principled conservative.”

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How QUIKSILVER 
lost its soul and 
ended up in 
bankruptcy court

J eff Hakman and Bob McKnight were wor¬ 
ried—they couldn't get the trunks quite right. 
For weeks during the latter half of 1976, the 
twentysomethings had fumbled with sewing 
machines in a Spartan shed off 17th Street in Costa 
Mesa, tasked with getting America ready for Quiksil- 
ver, a then-obscure Australian clothing brand 
known by only the most committed 
surfers. And now the compa¬ 
ny ny’s founder, Alan Green, was 
jetting to Orange County to 
check on his newborn opera¬ 
tion. He asked Hakman and 
McKnight to meet him at the 
Quiet Woman, the Corona del 
Mar pickup joint marked by a pub 
sign featuring a woman missing 
her head. 

Green was already slurring 
his words when the two arrived. 
With three buddies, the Quiksilver 
founder was “propped up in a booth, surrounded by 
empty wine bottles,” writer Phil Jarratt related two 
decades later. To Hakman and McKnight, the four 
Aussies were “all talking gibberish.” But after half an 
hour, the Americans were talking gibberish, too—and 
an empire was born. 

The party that began at the Quiet Woman didn’t 
end there. The six surfers loaded up on beer, tequila 
and cigarettes; piled into a Lincoln Continental; and 
headed to Las Vegas. They took turns blasting across 
the Mojave Desert, daring one another to swerve 
onto highway berms and even crashing into an exit 
ramp while doing 90. Days later, when they regained 
a degree of sobriety back in Orange County, a more 
businesslike philosophy ensued. 

“[Green] was checking us out,” Hakman recalls 
in Jarratt’s 1997 tome, Mr. Sunset: The Jeff Hakman 
Story. “He didn’t say much, but I think he was horri¬ 
fied by our business act.” 

But Green saw something in the two—McKnight, 
a USC business school graduate, and Hakman, a clas¬ 
sic beach bum who knew golden opportunities the 
moment he saw them—and used the rest of his stay 
n Southern California to teach the pair how to build 
Le trunks he had invented. In 1976, the best surfers 
jn the world began seeking Quiksilver because they 
were the best. The combination of Velcro, snaps and 
a high waistband made them grip hips and stay on, 
even in the largest waves. Before long, Hawaii-based

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Americans such as Hakman sported 
them. Soon, the surf mags were running 
photo after photo of pros gliding down 
famous waves such as Banzai Pipeline 
and Sunset Beach while wearing them— 
the best advertising imaginable. 

From its garage-like space, Quiksilver 
swelled. Within 10 years, it became the 
first publicly listed surfwear company; 
soon after, it opened boutiques in New 
York, Paris, London and Dubai. And by 
2004, it announced annual earnings that 
exceeded $1 billion. In Orange County, 
the company became a local powerhouse, 
gobbling up talented designers, artists, 
executives—a sand-and-surf Apple with 
no signs of ebbing. It made Orange County 
an action-sports-apparel Silicon Val¬ 
ley and undertook acquisitions with the 


intent of solidifying Quiksilver as a global 
brand for the good life. 

In 2006, the firm reported revenue of 
$2.5 billion—a company record. But the 
brand has crashed mightily ever since, 
leading up to this past Sept. 9, when Qui¬ 
ksilver sought relief in a Delaware bank¬ 
ruptcy court from $826 million in debt 
owed to more than 30 creditors. Accord¬ 
ing to filings, the company’s balance sheet 
had assets of just $337 million—less than 
half the total it owed. 

Within days, 80 employees at the com¬ 
pany’s mothership in Huntington Beach 
were laid off. And last week, Quiksilver 
representatives started court-ordered 
mediation with creditors in New York; the 
company’s stock wallows at a fraction of 
a penny per share on the New York Stock 
Exchange. It’s a once-unthinkable fate for 
the company that was supposed to surf on 
forever. And the biggest tragedy? It didn’t 
have to be this way. 








N ow marketing director of 
Quiksilver Europe (legally 
untouched by its American 
sister’s bankruptcy), Hakman 
lives in France. He didn’t respond to an 
interview request via longtime friend 
Duke Boyd, founder of the Hang Ten surf 
clothing line in the 1960s. And while he 
doesn’t deserve all the credit behind the 
brand’s ascent, surfing observers main¬ 
tain Hakman is the key to understand the 
origins of Quiksilver’s appeal—and how it 
ultimately went astray. 

“Is he? That’s crazy,” says Steve Pez- 
man, the former Surfer magazine pub¬ 
lisher who today publishes The Surfer’s 
Journal, when told that Hakman remains 
an executive at Quiksilver Europe. “To 
me, there’s a sort of cynical beauty in that 
happening. He started [the company] in a 
shed in Costa Mesa with Bob McKnight, 
and now he ends up a head of a behemoth 
Aztec pyramid—sitting in the jungles of 
Europe, so to speak.” 

Hakman spent his early years in 
Redondo Beach and Palos Verdes, but 
he moved to the North Shore of Oahu 
by age 12. There, he was a young haole, 
enduring merciless hazing by locals. 
Pushed by surfer dad Harry to excel, 
he was soon impressing everyone on 
big waves at Makaha and Sunset Beach. 
By the early 1970s, Hakman was one of 
the best surfers in the world, bringing a 
commitment to go all-out for any contest 
or challenge that earned him cred from 
his peers. When other pros refused to 
paddle out in the 1974 Smirnoff contest 
at Waimea Bay, featuring some of the 
most intimidating conditions ever seen 
in contest surfing up to then, Hakman 
just shrugged. With wave heights top¬ 
ping 35 feet and contest organizers ready 
to pull the plug, Hakman took second 
place in the competition. 

Two years later, Hakman and McK¬ 
night met, although each differs on the 
details. Quiksilver’s official company his¬ 
tory says it was in Bali; Hakman recalls 
February 1976 in Pupukea, Hawaii. 
Regardless, it was an unlikely duo: McK¬ 


night hailed from tony San Marino and 
had just finished from USC, while Hak¬ 
man never bothered with higher ed. But 
the two loved to surf and wanted to make 
a living from it. Wherever it was they 
connected, it was McKnight’s choice of 
fashion when they met that sealed the 
partnership. “This is the key,” Hakman 
recalls saying as he patted the Quiksilver 
patch on his boardshorts. 

After Green returned to Australia, 
Quiksilver took off. Corporate lore tells of 
how McKnight had to sell their wares out 
of a Volkswagen bus and from a garage 
in Newport Beach that turned into their 
first headquarters. He took care of the 
money; Hakman focused on getting free 
gear to surfers. But two years after the 
gonzo tear to Vegas, Hakman had dis¬ 
covered new pleasures. He was telling 
McKnight and co-workers about the need 
to drive to San Juan Capistrano to discuss 
advertising with Surfer and Sur/zng maga¬ 
zines. In truth, he was doing daily runs to 
Laguna Beach—for quarter or half grams 
of heroin. 

“The [dealer] was into shooting it,” 
Hakman recalls. “It made your stuff last 
twice as long_Pretty soon, I was shoot¬ 

ing heroin and cocaine into my veins 
every day, and the only time I’d let up and 
go back to smoking or snorting was when 
the tracks on my arms got too obvious.” 

“Either I was naive, or he hid it incred¬ 
ibly well,” co-founder McKnight told 
journalist Rob Buchanan for a 2004 Out¬ 
side magazine Hakman profile. But the 
company quickly soured on Hakman’s 
exploits, showing him the door by 1982. 

He had $3,000 to his name. In 1984, he 
was living a modest existence as a surf- 
shop clerk in Queensland, Australia. Then 
another fortuitous meeting occurred: 
with surf-film director Harry Hodge, who 
was primed to launch Quiksilver Europe. 
There, Hakman went through the same 
cycle: launched a successful company, 
then succumbed to heroin’s call. He 
finally got clean in 1990, when co-workers 
shuttled him to Galsworthy Lodge, an

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uppercrust rehab facility outside London. 

“The same thing that got me addicted 
definitely made me a good surfer,” he told 
Outside. “You know, once you get a direc¬ 
tion, you go and commit.” 

Hakman’s stumble down the alley 
was no outlier in surfing for his genera¬ 
tion. “Surfing as a culture is pretty ill in 
many ways,” Pezman says. “So [Hakman] 
succumbed to that, and it probably hin¬ 
dered him hugely. But nonetheless, he 
was able to pull it off—and even live hap¬ 
pily ever after.” 

His 1982 departure from the American 
company, however, made room for more 
ruthless business professionals to chart 
Quiksilver’s ascent to near-earth orbit— 
and its eventual, humiliating plummet. 

F or companies, the 

ostensible product [is] 
mere filler for the real 
production: the brand,” 
Canadian activist Naomi Klein writes in 
No Logo: Taking Aim at the Brand Bullies. 
“Producing goods [is] only an incidental 
part of their operations. They [are] able 
to have their products made for them 
by contractors, many of them overseas. 
What these companies [produce are] not 

things ... but images of their brands_ 

Their real work lay not in manufacturing, 
but in marketing.” 

Klein was talking about classic multi¬ 
nationals in No Logo, although the fash¬ 
ion industry wasn’t spared her pen. With 
its dependence on low-skilled, cheap 
labor, Klein thought the clothing trade 
one of the worst offenders—or, as Pezman 
puts it, “the most whoreish [business] in 
the world.” 

After Hakman was pushed out, 
McKnight put Quiksilver on a track that 
left behind Newport Beach garages for 
corporate headquarters, American manu¬ 
facturing for overseas cheapness. In 1990, 
they celebrated two landmarks: the sign¬ 
ing of surfing superstar Kelly Slater and 
the launch of its Roxy clothing line for 
women. More celebrity endorsements, 
international licensing agreements and 
marketing campaigns followed, as did 
revenues. Quiksilver opened retail stores, 
which pushed mom-and-pop shops out of 
business. And throughout it all, McKnight 
kept up his public reputation as a lucky 
surfer who hit it big, essentially taking 
Hakman’s persona and making it his own. 
“I’m a non-garmento, non-Wall Street 
type,” he proudly boasted at a 2000 Surf 
Industry Manufacturers Association event 
in Cabo San Lucas. Two years later, Surfer 
declared him the most powerful person in 
the surfing world. 

The Quiksilver machine hummed 
noiselessly and made handsome profits 
for McKnight and others—he cracked $1 
million in base salary in 2007, two years 
after McKnight had engineered a $560 
million acquisition of ski brand Rossignol 
and a part share in Cleveland Golf in an 



effort to branch out. By then, Quiksilver 
was producing movies, TV shows and 
books. The company was flying Slater to 
remote breaks using branded seaplanes. 
Corporate parties got more and more 
lavish, and McKnight became a staple of 
Orange County’s society pages. But the 
execs didn’t let much profits trickle down. 
Of several dozen posts at glassdoor.com, 
an online discussion site for workers, 
almost all employees complained about 
Quiksilver’s crappy pay. “One of the most 
hostile environments I’ve ever experi¬ 
enced,” a former design professional 
wrote in 2013. “Empathy doesn’t exist.” 

By 2008, according to one executive, 
fewer than a quarter of surf-product cus¬ 
tomers actually surfed. That’s the same 
year Quiksilver sold off Rossignol, with 
total losses in the $400 million range. 

“Rossignol, I think, was the thing that 
killed Quiksilver in itself,” Pezman says. 
“When you try to be all to everyone, you 
lose the support system. When you de- 
specialize, you lose your attraction to the 
specialized markets you had.” 

Following the Rossignol debacle, 
Quiksilver began losing its luster. It laid off 
more than 350 workers across its divisions 
in 2009 alone. Its share prices tumbled, 
and while the company reported earnings 
of $2.01 billion in 2012, the employees 
who remained were being hammered 
by management—forced to work late 
nights while being told they “were lucky 
to be there at all,” according to a former 
employee who worked there during that 
time. “Times were tough. But... let peo¬ 
ple go home and see their children.” 

Quiksilver plowed ahead despite 
warnings from outside and within. In 
2011, Huntington Beach-raised Cori 
Schumacher was World Women’s Long- 
board Champion. Schumacher had every¬ 
thing to gain by keeping her mouth shut 
and marching off to Quiksilver’s next 
branded event on Hainan Island, China. 
But she had followed a string of stories 
about Quiksilver’s operations in the gar¬ 
ment factories of Shenzhen, China’s “spe¬ 
cial economic zone” north of Hong Kong. 
A 2003 New York Times piece chronicled 
how a factory that churned out garments 
for Quiksilver and rival Billabong cre¬ 
ated a “union” to represent workers—and 
then named the factory manager its head. 
There was also a comprehensive 2008 
report from the New York-based China 
Labor Watch that documented worker 
wages of 48 cents per hour with liv¬ 
ing expenses deducted, leaving almost 
nothing for workers’ savings. With no 
resources to educate children, the situa¬ 
tion ensured “an endless cycle of poverty,” 
according to the report. 

For Schumacher, the revelation 
that Quiksilver’s profits were built on 
exploited workers made only one course 
of action possible. She boycotted the event 
and the world surfing tour, forfeiting a 
chance to repeat as champion. “The surf¬ 
ing community is its own disconnected 
bubble,” she now says about her decision. 
“Very rarely will somebody stand up and 
say publicly that something isn’t right.” 








































She didn’t stop there. The more she 
thought about Quiksilver and its Roxy 
clothing, the more bothered she became 
about the tired drumbeat of images that 
objectify women, many fellow “team riders” 
sponsored by Quiksilver. Schumacher gath¬ 
ered more than 20,000 signatures asking 
Quiksilver and Roxy to tone down the imag¬ 
ery. When she met with corporate brass in 
2013, she was stunned by the response. 

“I told them how disconnected they 
had become from what women who surf 
want,” she recalls. “Their response was 
that they didn’t need to listen to female 
surfers. They didn’t think they had their 
finger on the pulse of women’s surf¬ 
ing—they believed they were the pulse of 
women’s surfing.” 

Then there was Dr. Mark Stranger, a 
surfer who earned his doctorate in sociol¬ 
ogy from the University of Tasmania. In 
2011, he published Surfing Life: Surface, 
Subculture and the Commodification of 
the Sublime. (That same year, McKnight’s 
salary ballooned to $10.2 million, a spike 
that prompted a shareholder investiga¬ 
tion.) The book offers a frank diagnosis of 
bad decision-making, along with a strong 
suggestion of imminent doom at Quiksil¬ 
ver. Now hauling tourists around Tas¬ 
mania aboard two 62-foot sailing yachts, 
Stranger seems disappointed his work 
hasn’t had more impact. “I’m glad at least 
someone read the book,” he said via email. 

Surfing Life is dense, employing the 
vocabulary of postmodernism and the 
methods of literary deconstruction, but 
Stranger’s analysis is spot-on. He charted 
the commodification of surfing by the 
so-called Big Three—Quiksilver, Billabong 
and Rip Curl—but warned that it was a 
tenuous existence that meant any overt 
stab at the mainstream would “ensure 
[that surfers] wouldn’t be seen dead 
in bed with one of their T-shirts.” And 
Quiksilver’s moves during the 2000s, 
Strange concluded, “pos[ed] considerable 
risks for the company” that “threatened] 
the integrity of the symbolic community— 
the surfing nation—by alienating it from 
the tribes, bands and individual surfers 
for whom these activities are distinct and 
different subcultural forms.”

Tellingly, Quiksilver’s own historical 
time line on its website ends in 2011. In 
2013, McKnight stepped down as CEO, 
staying on as executive chairman until 
announcing his retirement the following 
year, though remaining on the board of 
directors. That year also saw the company 
go through two rounds of layoffs. The fol¬ 
lowing year, Slater shocked the surf world 
by leaving Quiksilver, who had sponsored 
him for nearly 25 years. By the time 2015 
arrived, Quiksilver declared bankruptcy— 
and no one in surfing was surprised. 
Schumacher recalled getting “a little smirk 
on my face, a smile,” she says, “because I 
had tried so hard to get them to listen.” 


F ull disclosure: I visited Hak- 
man’s and McKnight’s Costa 
Mesa headquarters in 1979 and 
’80. To my preteen buddies, it 
was the Quiksilver Warehouse, the place 
from which we bought flawed board- 
shorts for cut-rate prices. I recall a pair of 
trunks with the mountain-and-wave logo 
sewn on upside-down that I razor-bladed 
off, then hand-sewed into the correct 
position. One day, while my best friend 
Teddy Buckley tried on some trunks, 
he bumped into Australian professional 
surfer Mark Richards, who had just cap¬ 
tured his first world championship. It was 
the kind of encounter that just confirmed 
for us Quiksilver’s claim to cool. 

By then, we and other surfers had 
already ditched Hang Ten, the iconic 
surfwear brand developed by Huntington 
Beach native Boyd. Boyd was a surf and 
business genius—he had used his good 
pal Hakman for Hang Ten ads by the 
late 1960s. And long before McKnight 
mythologized his VW bus sales, Boyd 
passed out shorts around the Hunting- 
ton Beach Pier to the regulars known as 
the H.B. Rat Pack. That group’s kiss of 
approval launched Hang Ten toward the 
top of American surf clothing businesses, 
but the move from surf shops to depart¬ 
ment stores after Boyd sold his stake in 
1970 forecast its own doom. The label still 
exists, though not here—it’s a clothing 
brand in China and other Asian countries. 

Hang Ten’s demise should’ve been a 
cautionary tale for Quiksilver, accord¬ 
ing to Boyd, who now lives in Oahu. “It’s 
pretty much the same case,” he deadpans.

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“You can’t take something made for an in¬ 
group that has strong roots and give it to 
people who are not from that field. If you 
do, you’re in trouble.” 

If history had unfolded a little dif¬ 
ferently, Boyd might’ve launched the 
American branch of Quiksilver himself. 
He flew to Australia in 1976—at Hakman’s 
urging—to make an early appeal for its 
license. Boyd endured a session of head 
games from Green, the Quiksilver founder 
who toyed with McKnight and Hakman 
on the trip to Vegas two years later. “He 
just wanted to pull my leg—like Austra¬ 
lians can do,” Boyd recalls. “Give me some 
trouble. Well, it cost me some [airfare] 
money for that little joke.” 

One wonders what Quiksilver would’ve 
grown into if it had remained in the hands 
of surfers such as Hakman and Green. On 
the other hand, one wonders what Hak¬ 
man and Green might have turned into 
had they remained to the bitter end—but 
insiders insist they would’ve created 
something better than the company’s cur¬ 
rent fate. “There’s nothing worse when 
you’re supposed to be a core brand than 
to go to Costco and see Quiksilver on one 
table and containers of mayonnaise next 
to it,” scoffs a former professional surfer 
who asked that his name not be used to 
avoid jeopardizing industry ties. “Pretty 
soon, you’ve got 70-year-olds walking 


around in Quiksilver because their wives 
bought them shirts for $11 each.” 

McKnight did not respond to a request 
for comment. 

Asked for his take on the bankruptcy, 
Stranger says Quiksilver might’ve avoided 
collapse had it carefully and strategi¬ 
cally planned its move from a surf brand 
toward “a more generic sports brand. 

How much of [the bankruptcy] was to do 
with the board’s ignorance of the crucial 
link with Quiksilver’s roots? How much 
was the result of them simply failing to 
manage the severing of those ties? I won¬ 
der how much [each] had to do with it.” 

Following the bankruptcy, Quiksilver 
now must get all moves approved through 
Oaktree Capital Management, which 
also has a stake in Billabong. One Oaktree 
option floated last year was a merger of 
the two, a marriage that might strike surf- 
industry stalwarts as sacrilege. But at this 
point, what else can Quiksilver do? 

“The length of stay in the marketplace 
is based on mirrors and trickery and stuff 
that a poor surfer has no clue about,” says 
Pezman, who has seen brands come and go 
for decades. He points out that the newer 
brands tend to remain as obscure as pos¬ 
sible, the better to ensure its surfer cred 
and survival—the antithesis of Quiksilver. 

They “did an incredible job of keep¬ 
ing it going from the 1970s into the ’80s, 
’90s and 2000s,” Pezman concludes. “At 
one point, it seemed like it might defy the 
arc—but no, it didn’t.”

Jammin’ Jjamppong 

Hong Kong Banjum serves weighty bowls of the signature 

Korean-Chinese seafood noodle soup

H ere’s how you can find 
out if you’re in a Korean 
Chinese restaurant: Look 
for the jjamppong and the 
jajangmyeon. Jjamppong (spicy seafood 
noodle soup in a red-chile hell broth) and 
jajangmyeon (noodles smothered in an 
inky-black sauce made of soybean paste 
and onions) are the Korean Chinese bell¬ 
wether dishes that, when found, should 
tell you to forget about the kung pao 
chicken and egg-drop soup. And if the 
menu doesn’t specifically spell them out 
as such, just look around: jjamppong and 
jajangmyeon will still be what the Koreans 
in the crowd slurp at some of OC’s oldest 
Korean Chinese restaurants, including 
Golden China in Tustin and Peking Gour¬ 
met in Garden Grove. 

But at Hong Kong Banjum, everyone’s 
having jj amppong and j aj angmyeon. 
There’s no avoiding them. The two dishes 
constitute more than half the menu. 
Besides those, there are only two other 
items: bokkeummyeon and tangsuyuk, the 
Korean Chinese take on chow mein and 
sweet-and-sour pork. So if you’re not keen 
on eating any of it at Hong Kong Banjum, 
that’s equivalent to wanting a hot dog at 
In-N-Out: You’re in the wrong place. 

Hong Kong Banjum is a no-frills 
kitchen with no-frills cashiers whose job 
is to take your money and yell out your 
number when the food is ready. If you’re 
at the Fullerton branch, which is tucked 
in a hidden corner inside AR Mart, you 
expect this. But even if you find yourself 
at Paik’s Noodle—which is the name the 
Buena Park branch of Hong Kong Ban¬ 


jum operates under—it’s the same setup. 
Despite the well-lit dining room, Paik’s 
Noodle is still a pay-at-the-counter-bus- 
your-own-table operation. 

No matter which Hong Kong Banjum 
you end up in, there will be a window 
through which you can stare at the wok 
cooks face-to-face. It’s here that you can 
witness them building your jjamppong from 
scratch, beginning with matchsticks of pork 
and squid tossed quickly to cook, then an 
avalanche of shredded cabbage and carrots, 
and finally, a transfer into a second wok, 
where it’s all seared with a chile-imbued 
red broth and combined with the noodles. 

And it’s this searing that’s the secret. 

It gives the bowls of jjamppong at Hong 
Kong Banjum an elusive flavor that only 
a superheated, well-seasoned wok can 
impart—an attribute as important to the 
meal as the chewiness of the wheat-based 
noodles and the sweat-inducing nature of 
the broth. In fact, the flavor of the wok is 
so elusive that some bowls of jjamppong 
I’ve had at Hong Kong Banjum had only 
a little of it, while others had it in spades. 
But whatever bowl fate will deal for you, 
the jjamppong should be the first, if the 
only, thing you order. A serving retails for 
$5.99 at the Fullerton branch (it’s $6.99 at 
Buena Park), and it has enough carbohy¬ 
drates to fuel two Olympic swimmers and 
enough soup to bathe a newborn. 

Quantity, by the way, is the one pre¬ 
vailing attribute all dishes at Hong Kong 
Banjum have in common. I’ve been able to 
make three meals out of the single order 
of bokkeummyeon—a noodle stir-fry full 
of green beans, pork, shrimp and squid— 


that I took home last weekend. And on 
one visit, three friends and I realized 
quickly that we overordered when each 
of us picked out a dish from the menu. At 
Hong Kong Banjum, four dishes for four 
people is two dishes too many. 

If you go with your own group, make 
sure one of you orders the tangsuyuk: fin¬ 
gers of pork dipped in a cornstarch batter, 
then deep-fried and doused with a sweet, 
vinegary concoction made gloppy with 
a ton more cornstarch. I should tell you 
that when you order tangsuyuk, asking for 
the sauce on the side is a good idea, espe¬ 
cially if you don’t want to jeopardize the 
crispness for what will inevitably become 
tomorrow’s leftovers. 

You can probably skip the jajangmyeon 
at Hong Kong Banjum, though. Since the 
kitchen staff never seems to douse enough 
of the jet-black bean sauce to answer the 
massive amount of noodles they put in the 
bowl, the last one I had was bland—some¬ 
thing I never thought I’d say about jajang¬ 
myeon. Perhaps the jajangbap—a dish that 
pairs the same black bean sauce with rice 
and a big omelet—is better. 

Hong Kong Banjum also, for some rea¬ 
son, offers an option to order the jjamppong 
noodle soup with rice on the side, which 
seems like a lot of carbs, even for an Olym¬ 
pic swimmer. But no matter: It’s nothing 
three days of leftovers can’t fix, you know?

G reat delis in Orange County office 
towers or office parks are notoriously 
rare. Irvine has Mick's Karma Bar (makers 
of OC's best hamburgers) and South Indian 
stalwart Vishnu; Orange has Dean Kims 
OC Baking Co. And... that's about it— 
almost all other entries in this genre serve 
the same tired croissant sandwiches for 
breakfast and wraps for lunch, closing by 
dinnertime with no one giving a damn. 

And then there's Amarith Cafe in 
Orange, perhaps the most inaccessible 
office deli of them all. It's inside one of 
the two towers on the corner of Main 
Street and La Veta Avenue that currently 
houses a Union Bank. There is no sign 
for it on any public street, and the tower 
directory still identifies Amarith by the 
name of its space's previous tenant. To 
enjoy your meal, you're going to have to 
park across the street at CVS to avoid 
paying at the tower's parking structure 
or incurring the wrath of Union Bank's 
20-minute parking-space policy. But here 
is a delightful place, a quick-bite type of 
spot that exudes happiness. Flat-screens 
around Amarith broadcast daily specials 
or rotate graphics extolling the virtues 
of superfoods (turmeric and moringa 
were in heavy rotation recently). The 
soundtrack plays everything from Belle 
& Sebastian to "The Final Countdown"). 
And if there's an adult running Amarith, 
I've yet to see one: All I've ever met are 
Asian-American kids who look a year 
removed from pledging Kappa Zeta Phi. 

For being such a small eatery, Amarith 
is boldly ambitious. It makes 16 scrambles 
ranging from paleo to carnivore to 
Mexican and even Cambodian. A turkey 
sausage brioche with a Sriracha aioli 
deserves its own Instagram hashtag; daily 
specials range from homemade hummus 
on Wednesdays to bun on Thursdays 
to an all-Mexican affair on Tuesdays 
featuring nearly perfect nachos. And then 
there's the best item here: a Cambodian 
banh mi that's a take on Manhattan's 
famous Num Pang sandwich empire, 
down to the garlicky chicken and a chile 
mayo that actually singes. Too much 
talent at Amarith's current spot is being 
wasted on ungrateful office drones— 
someone find an investor, stat!

Lamb ragu at Fideo By Mick 


I rvinites know that the name Mick is 
usually followed by the words Karma 
Bar. While offering one of the best 
burgers in the county (just ask the 
300 covers they average at lunch), Michael 
Schepers is also known for his constant flow 
of ideas. What a lot of you might not know, 
however, is that he also oversees a noodle 
concept adjacent to Karma Bar. Fideo 
doesn’t pigeonhole itself to any one region, 
and Schepers doesn’t joke around, either. 
Ask about the food, and you’ll get a serious 
breakdown of his process. This is how he 
responds when asked about the lamb ragu. 

“Dried chiles are toasted and soaked 
in water, then ground with garlic and 
almonds. Paste is fried, to which the water 
of the chiles is added. Chunks of lamb are 
browned with black pepper, then onions 
are added and bloomed with the dry spices. 
Tamarind water is then added, as well as 
the chile, garlic and almond liquid. That’s 
mixed on low for 20 minutes. Then slow

cooked at 160 [degrees] Fahrenheit for 12 
hours.” Thaf s before you’re even served the 
finished product over fresh ramen. 

Fideo garnishes your bowl o’ lamb deli¬ 
ciousness with pickled mustard greens, 
mint, spring onions, cilantro, nuts and 
lime. Don’t think it’s spicy enough? You’re 
encouraged to add the heat, as the major¬ 
ity of its dishes are meant to strike the 
senses with depth of flavor (not clear your 
sinuses). And where is this dish inspired 
from? “Kind of like a Himalayan rogan 
josh before they had the tomato crop.” 
Thanks for the culinary lesson, chef!

Ruby Race IPA at Centro

While already owning the Winery and 
Tasting Room off Redhill Avenue, the Poz- 
zuolis opened Centro to offer the Archaic Craft 
Brewery label in a 900-square-foot spot. 

Cozy as your grandparents' den, and with 
attentive service and Neapolitan-style pizza 
that's spot-on, Centro's 50 seats are always 
packed. Golden Ace IPA is the flagship beer— 
and for good reason. 

THE DRINK 

Smooth and not too hoppy, it's perfect with a 



bruschetta that doesn't skimp on the San Mar- 
zano tomatoes. The Maris XMas Ale is a hearty, 
tasty red ale, on par with better-known winter 
ales from Sierra Nevada and Anchor Steam. 

My pick, though, is the Ruby Race IPA. This 
grapefruit-laced IPA is refreshing but not overly 
tart, and every sip is perfectly citrusy, unlike oth¬ 
ers that eventually get you to make a sour face. 

Along with serving its own craft wine and 
beer, Centro also makes its own olive oils. So 
get drunk, and get oily or something.

Hendrick’s Inspired 
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Cranked Up to 11 

Michael Bay’s 13 Hours trades truth for explosions—but it’s not truly political

B enghazi is a hashtag battle cry, 
a call to arms that many Ameri¬ 
cans don’t understand. Unlike 
the simplicity of “Remember 
the Alamo!” a bleat of “Benghazi!” still 
has people wondering, “Wait, what hap¬ 
pened? And why are we mad?” 

Michael Bay’s 13 Hours: The Secret 
Soldiers of Benghazi has an explanation, 
though it should be taken with a grain of 
salt—or, rather, a kilogram of dynamite. Bay 
takes Mitchell Zuckoff’s nonfiction book 
of the same name and amps up the action 
with explosions, star filters and neon-blue 
lights that zip across our heroes’ heads as 
they tromp down the alleyways of Libya’s 
second-biggest city on a night that will cost 
four Americans their lives. When a man 
plops his boots on a desk, it sounds like a 
gun going off. When a gun actually fires, 
it sounds like a thunderbolt from Zeus. 

It’s the truth cranked up to 11, boosted 
with brand-new firelights (in real life, The 
Guardian found few bullet holes at the site 
of either skirmish) and a wholly fictitious 
bus blast that had my audience applauding 
with glee. “That was for us!” a character 
grins. Yes, literally—it was invented for a 
crowd that prefers fist-pumping to facts. 

In an early scene, Bay primes our 
engines with an octane-fueled car chase 
in which two former Navy SEALs, Rone 
(James Badge Dale) and Jack (John 
Krasinski), escape a suspicious van by 
smashing into fruit stands at full speed. 

By contrast, Zuckoff, a sentimental but 
terse Pulitzer Prize finalist for his work at 
the Boston Globe in the late ’90s, merely 
notes, “Eventually, Rone lost the tail and 
returned them safely to the annex.” You 
can hear Bay groaning, “Boring. Those cars 
don’t even talk!” When Bay finally does get 
to shoot a based-in-truth chase sequence 
starring the Embassy’s bulletproof SUV, 
he’s so excited that the car screams. 

Bay’s 13 Hours is a story about timing. 
First, that the U.S. government should 
have been on higher alert on 9/11 in 2012, 
the 11-year anniversary of the World 
Trade Center attacks. And second, that for 
three Januaries in a row, a quasi-historical 
Navy SEAL action flick has made box- 
office mint. As with Lone Survivor and 
American Sniper, 13 Hours is a love letter 
to our men in uniform. I can’t say men and 
women because these films are always 
about the manliest of men, guys who lift 
weights, drink Budweiser and crack jokes 
such as ‘You lose your tampon?” And, 
technically, the men in 13 Hours aren’t 
in uniform, either. These were freelance 
contractors, former SEALS, Marines and 
Army Rangers who signed on to guard 
the CIA’s secret Benghazi compound for 


$150,000 per year. That didn’t buy them 
much on-the-job dignity. As local CIA 
boss “Bob” (David Costabile)—a cipher 
who has never been named—sneers, 
“You’re hired help; act the part.” 

Bay argues that the men at the center 
of his film were fighting two enemies: 
the shape-shifting Libyan militias and 
the CIA snobs who trusted Harvard- and 
Yale-educated desk jockeys over these 
weight-lifting, beer-drinking jokers who’d 
actually been in the shit. Chuck Hogan’s 
script blows raspberries at everyone from 
the blond agent (Alexia Barlier) who treats 
Jack, posing as her husband, with such 
condescension she nearly blows their cover, 
to the cowardly Libyan guards who only 
care about their $28-per-day paychecks— 
less than a local secretary’s salary. “Middle 
Eastern Keystone cops,” groans the guard 
(David Furr) in charge of protecting 
Ambassador Chris Stevens (Matt Letscher). 
Good old Bob, however, a doughy middle- 
manager in need of a dastardly mustache, 
prefers the rent-a-Libyans to our band of 
saviors. ‘You’re not the first responders,” he 
grunts. ‘You’re the last resorts.” 

The film captures the contradictions of 
the Benghazi assault. Everyone agrees it 
was a tragedy in which four men died: two 
due to smoke inhalation, two under mor¬ 
tar fire. Yet ever since, some pundits and 
politicians have mourned with a dash of 
self-satisfaction—it confirmed both their 
fears about terrorism and their pride in 
the brave Americans who put their asses 
on the line. By the time Bob vows, “There 
is no threat here,” the movie can’t wait to 
prove him wrong. Bring it on, bro. 

Of course, 13 Hours doesn’t extend any of 


that pride to the Libyans, more than 30,000 
of whom died in the first year of the 2011 
revolution and who continue to die by the 
thousands. Every Libyan in the film is sus¬ 
picious or pathetic, even the ones who help 
the Americans fight. When two teens rush 
to rescue Ambassador Stevens, Rone warns, 
“Don’t shoot us in the back.” And when a 
translator (A Separation’s Peyman Moaadi) 
takes up a pistol to defend his country, 

Jack jokes, “That dude’s not coming back.” 
That dude does come back, bloodied and 
sweaty, not that he gets much credit. Jack 
shoos him off with the admonition, ‘Your 
country’s gotta figure this shit out, Amahl.” 
Well, they’re trying. Just recently, 65 Libyan 
police trainees died when a truck bomb 
crashed into their academy, not that we’ll 
ever see a movie about that. And though the 
book and the film imply a sizable Libyan 
body count on 9/11/12—Bay even shows us 
some corpses—no U.S. newspaper has ever 
confirmed any non-American dead. Either 
there weren’t any, or no one cares. 

Libya’s Culture and Information Minis¬ 
ter, Omar Gawaari, has dismissed 13 Hours 
for turning “America’s failure to protect its 
own citizens in a fragile state into a typical 
action movie all about American heroism.” 
He has a point. To Bay’s credit, the movie 
doesn’t. Though Lone Survivor and Ameri¬ 
can Sniper teetered into propaganda, 13 
Hours is adamantly apolitical—unless you 
think all-American men of action knowing 
more than the bureaucrats is something 
new in action movies. It just wants to blow 
things up. Bay strips out any mention of 
Hillary Clinton or Barack Obama and 
keeps stripping until even the characters 
themselves can’t explain why they fight. 


Says Jack, imagining his own funeral, “He 
died in a place he didn’t need to be, in a 
battle he doesn’t understand, in a country 
that doesn’t mean nothing to him.” 

The actual men weren’t vague. Zuckoff 
quotes Tanto (Pablo Schreiber), a self- 
described “avenging angel” with a tattoo 
of St. Raphael battling the Devil with a 
crucifix, as saying, “I don’t wish the Cru¬ 
sades would come back. But sometimes I 
feel that they should come back.” And on 
the opposite side of the pew, former SEAL 
Glen Doherty (Toby Stephens) fought 
against the encroachment of religious 
fundamentalism in the military. At his 
funeral, his buddies toasted him with a 
flask inscribed “What Jesus Wouldn’t Do.” 

Here, however, Tanto and Doherty 
are pared down and purified until these 
ideologically opposed warriors, united 
by valor, are interchangeable guys with 
goatees. They’re action heroes in an action 
movie that too many people will accept as 
truth. As ever, the real story is both more 
complicated and more boring—the stuff 
of books, not movies. In Zuckoff’s report, 
there’s a moment when former Marine Tig 
(played here by Dominic Fumusa) bran¬ 
dishes a flamethrower on an abandoned 
Benghazi street while the other men take 
pictures. They wanted to pretend he was a 
blockbuster star. And now he is.

IP MAN 3 (YIP MAN 3) Stone faced 
martial-arts star Donnie Yen does a lot 
with a little in wuxia weepy Ip Man 3, the 
rare kung fu film whose stripped-down 
action sequences are just as good as its 
sentimental dialogue scenes. The title 
character—a soft-spoken Wing Chun 
martial-arts instructor based on Bruce 
Lee's teacher—once again brings out the 
best qualities in Yen's severe but deliber¬ 
ately un-flashy persona. Ip's latest story 
is a variation on his last two adventures' 
formulaic confrontations with wealthy 
"foreign devils," to quote ineffectual police 
officer Po (Kent Cheng), like American 
gangster Frank (a sadly unimpressive 
Mike Tyson) and his mustache-twirling, 
Lord-Thistlewick-Flanders-sounding British 
associates. Little changes to set this apart 
as a superior sequel. But there's power in 
scenes where tough-but-tender Ip dotes on 
ailing wife Wing-Sing (Lynn Hung), avoiding 
Hung's gaze, listening attentively while doc¬ 
tors and pharmacists diagnose and treat 
her for cancer. Better still: Action scenes 
directed by legendary choreographer Yuen 
Woo-Ping—his first contributions to the Ip 
Man trilogy—allow Yen to focus on give- 
and-take rhythm when he trades blows 
with imposing antagonists like Tyson and 
Jin Zhang, the latter playing an ultra-violent 
rival Wing-Chun teacher. Yen's best fight 
scenes are more concerned with back- 
and-forth movement than crippling body 


blows, as we see whenever he redirects 
his opponents' blows to window panes 
and wooden furniture. When Ip's fists and 
feet do connect, they make Yen look like a 
uniquely disciplined icon. (PG-13) Simon 
Abrams.

ONGOING 

CONCUSSION Concussion isn't much of a 
movie, but it's a fascinating bellwether for 
where the National Football League cur¬ 
rently stands on chronic traumatic enceph¬ 
alopathy (CTE), the degenerative brain 
disease associated with many of its former 
players. As it happens, the human brain 
isn't supposed to whip against the skull like 
a crash-test dummy. Blows to the head can 
have devastating long-term effects. Much 
like The Insider, Peter Landesman's film 
uses a real-life whistleblower to expose 
the evils of a multi-billion-dollar institution. 
Opening in 2002, Concussion follows Dr. 
Bennet Omalu (Will Smith), a Nigerian 
forensic pathologist who conducts autop¬ 
sies in a Pittsburgh coroner's office. The 
50-year-old body of Mike Webster (David 
Morse), a former Hall-of-Fame center for 
the Pittsburgh Steelers, reveals disturbing 
evidence of what Omalu would later iden¬ 
tify as CTE. Landesman, a former journalist, 
dutifully follows the breadcrumbs as Omalu 
accumulates findings from more dead 
athletes, gains a powerful ally in former 
Steelers team doctor Julian Bailes (Alec 
Baldwin) and comes under intense scrutiny

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from the league, the media and local sports 
crazies. Just getting all the facts straight is 
a lot for one movie to handle, to say nothing 
of offering a thorough look at the metas¬ 
tasizing implications for the culture and 
business of America's game. The NFL will 
likely tar the film with the relentlessness 
of Scientology's attack on Going Clear. A 
title as blunt as Concussion would seem 
to function as a narrative North Star, but 
scenes of Omalu's courtship with his wife 
Prema (a squandered Gugu Mbatha-Raw) 
consistently take the movie off-topic. Is this 
a film about brain trauma or a Will Smith 
vehicle? (PG-13) Scott Tobias. Countywide. 

THE HATEFUL EIGHT Here's to Quentin 
Tarantino's cussed perversity. The Hateful 
Eight, his intimate suspenseful western 
splatter-horror comedy, has been shot at 
great expense in the long-gone 70 mm 
format, but the movie itself is set almost 
entirely in cramped interiors. He's hired 
Ennio Morricone to score the thing, 
but don't expect rousing new western 
themes—the music is tense and loop¬ 
ing. And the first time a white character 
has a chance to speak that slur that is to 
Tarantino movies what "breakin' my balls" 
is to Scorsese's, that white guy—a walrus- 
mustachioed bounty hunter embodied 
by Kurt Russell - politely opts for "black 
fella" instead. Tarantino seems determined 
to upend your every expectation. Here's 
an octet of gun-toting bastards sitting 
out a blizzard and striving for politeness 
despite detesting each other on grounds 
of race, region and politics. It's as hon¬ 
est a movie as there's ever been about 
America during the holidays. But don't 
think Tarantino is changing on us. Soon 
everyone is expectorating "nigger" at each 
other, and after reels of diverting 1870s 
tough-guy dialogue comedy, with bounty 
hunters of uncertain allegiance holed up in 
a Wyoming frontier way station, the movie 
twists into nastiness beyond anything you 
might anticipate. There are new elements: 
Samuel L. Jackson aces some Miss Marple 
sleuth work, and there's a moving ballad 
sung by Jennifer Jason Leigh. (To say more

about her haunting, demented turn would 
spoil Tarantino's plotting.) But the writer/ 
director's hallmarks abound. Here again 
are chatty killers and the pretzeled-history 
pleasure of seeing minorities kaboom the 
brains of their oppressors all over beauti¬ 
fully appointed period film sets. And for all 
its shock-talk, The Hateful Eight airs painful 
truths about race in America. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

JOY In most of his eight films, choreographer 
of chaos and screwball scion David 0. 
Russell has assembled boisterous, buoy¬ 
ant casts. His manic ensemble players, 
like those in Silver Linings Playbook and 
American Hustle, carom off one another, 
their high-pitched energy keeping the mov¬ 
ies bustling and busy. Plenty of characters 
still crowd the frame and clamorously vie 
for our attention in Joy, Russell's latest, 
loosely based on the life of Joy Mangano, 
the now 59-year-old inventor of the Miracle 
Mop. But the director seems to be try¬ 
ing to emulate what used to called the 
"woman's picture," a genre exemplified 
by Mildred Pierce (1945), another tale of 
a female entrepreneur. Russell has built 
the film around his regular troupe member 
Jennifer Lawrence—who is burdened by 
the banalities littering Jo/s script. Many of 
the movie's platitudes revolve around fam¬ 
ily: Joy, which follows its Long Island-born 
heroine from her early 20s to roughly her 
mid-40s, devotes much of its running time 
to illustrating the shopworn idea that our 
closest kin can be our stealthiest sabo¬ 
teurs. Joy still lives in her childhood home, 
a two-story structure crowded with three 
generations, including her beloved grand¬ 
mother (Diane Ladd, who also narrates) 
and her own two tiny kids. "I don't want 
to end up like my family," Joy laments, her 
declaration echoing the theme explored 
in The Fighter and Silver Linings Playbook 
(if not the words of probably every person 
who's ever sat in a therapist's office). Those 
earlier films elevated—or at least enliv¬ 
ened—that truism via the outrageousness 
of many of the players. But the disorder 
found in Joy is a reflection only of odd tonal 
shifts in the film itself. (PG-13) Melissa 
Anderson. Countywide. 

RIDE ALONG 2 A sure-bet time-waster 
with a clutch of big laughs? A 100-minute 
brief on Hollywood's lack of imagination? 
Grist for future essays about how quickly 
the idea of Ice "Fuck tha Police" Cube 
playing a gun-happy hero cop became 
routine? Whatever you make of Ride Along 
2 beforehand is certain to be what you 
make of it as you cruise with it. Tim Story's 
sequel is made up entirely of scenes 
you've seen before, starring actors you're 
familiar with doing the kinds of things that 
they usually do. Like your smartphone, it's 
a testament to the theory of interchange¬ 
able parts, a perfectly engineered product 


that, if you're charitable, you might also 
think of in terms of art. There's certainly 
culture-pretzeled weirdness to behold: the 
tense early scene where Cube confronts 
Atlanta's top drug dealer, a scary white 
man, until pipsqueak Kevin Hart bounces 
up in a low-rider Impala, bumping Iggy 
Azalea's "Fancy"? When I fire my pistol, 
you can start your thinkpieces. But every 
time I started to believe that there's some 
parodic impulse behind the filmmakers' 
re-casting of cliches, Cube's character 
would punch a suspect in custody or com¬ 
mit some other violation of civil liberties 
that the film invites us to cheer. Sill, Kevin 
Hart movies belong to Kevin Hart the way 
Sonny Rollins albums belong to Sonny, 
no matter who's in the band. Hart doesn't 
get as much solo time here as he did in 
The Wedding Ringer, but there are some 
hilarious rants that will stand out even on 
his already swollen highlight reel. (PG-13)

STAR WARS: THE FORCE AWAKENS 
With six films already in the series, and 
four since any of the good ones, J.J. 
Abrams and co-writers Lawrence Kasdan 
and Michael Arndt had to make The Force 
Awakens a crowd-pleasing hit. To ensure 
it, they've copied the arc of the original 
Star Wars. Once again, we open in medias 
res with a scroll of text, a pan down to 
the stars, and a beauty shot of a giant 
destroyer. And once again, we have the 
Dark Side hunting a droid carrying a hid¬ 
den message, the orphaned desert scav¬ 
enger who blunders into protecting it, and 
that same old smuggler and his bipedal 
dog who inadvertently sign on as escorts, 
even though Harrison Ford can barely be 
bothered to look nervous in a firefight. 
Abrams has also added two fantastic char¬ 
acters, played by two 23-year-old actors 
who are clearly thrilled to be aboard. First 
is the athletic, resourceful Rey (Daisy 
Ridley, already a movie star in her very 
first film). Just as charismatic is John 
Boyega as Finn, a former stormtrooper 
fobbing himself off as a resistance fighter. 
Seven films into the saga, this is the only 
time we're allowed to empathize with a 
grunt. The emotion doesn't last long. Soon, 
we're rooting for Finn and his new friends 
to pew-pew-die his former colleagues. 

Our heroes are pursued by yet another 
black-helmeted villain (Adam Driver). Can 
the Rebels—er, now they're called the 
Resistance—save the day in what literally 
plays like just one long day zipped through 
at light-speed without bathroom breaks? 

If not, look out, universe! Everything is 
the same, only bigger. Still, its rusticity is 
welcome after those overly shiny prequels.

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The Kid Is All Right 

The Segerstrom’s Off Center Festival brings acclaimed graphic novel 

Nufonia Must Fall to the stage

K id Koala had to write a book... 

about the technique of scratch 
deejaying. No problem, right? 
The Kid, born in 1974 as Eric 
San, knew his stuff, honing down the 
craft of turntablism since his first demo 
tape, recorded while attending college in 
Montreal. Over the years, Kid Koala drew 
worldwide attention for his music, work¬ 
ing and touring with artists ranging from 
Gorillaz to Radiohead, as well as creating 
a wildly frenetic mix of recordings and 
performances including everything from 
turntable bingo to vinyl vaudeville. 

But there was one problem with the 
request from a book publisher. “They 
wanted a 10,000-word manuscript, kind 
of like a how-to about the mechanics of 
scratch deejaying,” San said. “But I got two 
pages into it and was already bored to tears. 
I didn’t know what I’d gotten myself into. I 
needed an artistic escape, so I did what I’d 
always done since I was a kid: I grabbed a 
sketch book and started doodling. 

San had released 32-page comic books 
with previous recordings. And this time, 
as he was doodling, a robot was born, the 
protagonist of the 350-page graphic novel 
Nufonia Must Fall 

The dialogue-free graphic novel, which 
San says was inspired as much by his ado¬ 
ration of Charlie Chaplin films as it was 
science fiction, was released in 2003. The 
story about a lovesick robot on the verge 
of obsolescence desperately trying to 
write love songs to a fellow, human office 
worker has now mutated into a genre- 
shattering combination of music, cinema 
and puppetry. Think a silent film created 


on the spot on miniature sets and filmed 
in real time, as San performs on a variety 
of keyboards and turntables, augmented 
by the strings of the Afiara Quartet. 

It’s directed by K.K. Barrett (who earned 
an Oscar nomination for the production 
design of Her and also helmed the visual 
concepts of films including Being John 
Malkovich, Adaptation and Lost In Transla¬ 
tion). “I’d been a fan of [Barrett] for as long 
as I can remember, and I met him in Los 
Angeles a few years ago and started talk¬ 
ing [about] doing a project, a way to merge 
a live music event with his experience in 
film,” San says. “Meanwhile, I’d met this 
classical chamber-music quartet, and we 
started thinking of including them. How 
could we have everybody on the same 
stage doing hip-hop, electronic and classi¬ 
cal music in a way that complemented one 
another, rather than sound forced.” 

At some point, the idea of filming San’s 
novel or, more precisely, filming stage-hands 
manipulating tiny puppets on tiny sets stuck. 

“It’s really been an organic thing,” San 
says. “And it’s turned into this live produc¬ 
tion beyond anything we could have imag¬ 
ined. Every show is different, and we’ve 
become a Gilligan’s Island kind of crew, all of 
us having to learn together how to make this 
show better and to tighten up story points 
and really synchronize everything, from the 
stage manager having one eye on the string 
quartet and the puppets to the cameras get¬ 
ting ready to jump-cut to me ringing a door¬ 
bell and hitting a piano chord at the same 
time. There is a lot of multitasking going on.” 

Nufonia Must Fall isn’t a soup of aural 
and visual chaos, the equivalent of a club 


show in a theater. The focus is all about 
telling the story. “Usually, when I’m dee¬ 
jaying, the obligation is to keep the energy 
going for people on the dance floor,” 

San says. “But this is in a theater, and it’s 
narrative, and we are scoring music for 
characters. So I totally had to change my 
approach. I might be playing turntables or 
pianos; the end result isn’t to make people 
dance, but to make them feel something 
for these characters. So everything has to 
do with what we as a team can do to make 
these moments funnier or more dramatic 
or melancholy or scarier.” 

And based on the reviews and audience 
vibe at shows ranging from Toronto to 
Brooklyn and San Francisco to New York, 
people get it. 

“I think a lot of people see themselves in 
the robot,” San says. “Since he doesn’t talk, 
and the story is told visually and through 
the score, people have to assign what they 
think the robot is feeling, and it becomes 
more personal. And I think there’s a kind 
of lonely, frightened robot who feels his 
time has passed in all of us. Every genera¬ 
tion seems to be pining for this golden 
past, when life was so much better. And I 
think if there’s a universal theme, it’s that 
at some point, everyone is going to feel 
they have nothing left to offer or they’re 
tired. And this robot has to go through that 
crisis every night, so you root for him.”

Otto Still Great-0 

T he occasional pop-up shop/gallery 
Otto was once a brick-and-mortar 
shop nextto its famous sister store, Out of 
Vogue, selling midcentury-modern furniture, 
designertoys, and pieces made by local and 
select global artists. Though it now rests in a 
remote section of the larger antique-minded 
store, Otto has preserved its original curato¬ 
rial tastes. 

"I have to shop around to make sure 
we're not carrying the same things as 
other people. If we were, we'd drop it," 
says owner Pam Atta. She and her late 
husband, punk icon Mike Atta, opened 
Otto in 2001. It also became a successful 
venue for art shows during downtown 
Fullerton's monthly art walk, featuring 
cult stars such as Lissette Alvarez, Tim 
Biskup, Matt Simon and Chris Leavens. 
Unfortunately, complications with Mike's 
health made both stores impossible to 
maintain, so the stand-alone Otto closed 
in 2013, a year before he passed away 
from cancer. 

Though downsized considerably, Otto 
still carries works by local artist Wotto; a 
few odds and ends from lowbrow designer 
toy brands Tokidoki, Acme, Ugly Dolls and 
Gamma Go; pieces by Tara McPherson; 
and more. The merchandise is more inter¬ 
esting and random than anything you'd find 
at Urban Outfitters, yet less expensive. 

Otto opens up for sales every once 
in a while, although Atta admits that if 
it's a slow business day at Out of Vogue, 
she'll open up the closed-off rear corner 
to anyone interested. And she has ideas 
forthe next chapter of Otto, including 
bringing back art shows, restoring an 
online presence and planning more 
special events. "It's a work in progress," 
Atta says. "[Otto is] something I just can't 
let go of."

Kareem Masarani of Newport Tattoo 


K areem Masarani has owned 
and operated Newport Tattoo 
for almost a decade now, but if 
you ask him, the decade prior 
was actually the more interesting one. His 
first time in the historic shop—or any tat¬ 
too parlor—was in 1994, when 20-year-old 
Masarani accompanied his then-girlfriend’s 
friend as she went to get inked. “Everything 
[the tattooer] was pulling out looked so 
cool,” Masarani says. “I know he must’ve 
been getting sick of me asking all those 
questions, but I just couldn’t stop myself.” 

Soon after, the young artist borrowed 
$500 from his older brother so he could 
purchase a kit he’d seen in the back of 
a magazine. Masarani both performed 
and received his first tattoo on his ankle 
before beginning to poorly ink his friends. 
“I didn’t realize I could’ve practiced by 
not using ink, just to get a feel for the 
machine,” Masarani says. “It’s actually 
surprising how many people are willing to 
let you practice on them for a free tattoo.” 

Masarani put away his machine after 
only a handful of tattoos, vowing not to 
return to it until he could completely ded¬ 
icate himself to the art form. In the mean¬ 
time, Masarani worked as a barback in 
local bars and strip clubs. Then his room¬ 
mate saw an ad for a fishing-industry job 
in Alaska. “I packed up my Volkswagen 
Vanagon with all of my bags and set out 
for Washington to ferry over to Alaska,” 
Masarani says. “By the time I got [there], 
all I had left was a bucket of change.” 

Working in a cannery wasn’t the easiest 
gig. After two long weeks of fileting fish 
and sleeping in his van in the middle of 
the woods, Masarani went to the town’s 
lone tattoo parlor. “The shop was run by 
this big biker guy,” Masarani says. “I told 
him I’d apprenticed, so he asked me how 
many tattoos I’d done. I’d done so few that 
I could literally count them, but while I 
was counting them, he stopped me and 
said, Tf it’s taking you this long to count 
them, then that’s plenty. But I’m going to 
need to see you do a tattoo.’ He stood over 
my shoulder as I started doing a tribal 
mermaid on this other big, burly biker’s 
leg. As soon as I went to pull the first line, 

I just started sweating and shaking.” 

Despite his nerves, Masarani got the 
job. In the following years, he traveled 
everywhere from Tahoe to Las Vegas 
and back to Alaska before returning to 
OC in 2001. Masarani went right to the 
place where his fascination with tattoo¬ 
ing began. “Newport Tattoo always had a 
good name to it,” Masarani says. “Every¬ 
thing about it just seemed really cool to

me, so I knew it was the shop where I 
wanted to work.” 

About five years later, Masarani was 
given the opportunity to purchase the 
shop. But he didn’t have nearly enough 
money to complete the transaction. “I 
didn’t want to end up like, ‘Did I really do 
everything I could do to come up with the 
money in time?”’ Masarani recalls. “I did 
everything I needed to do. I didn’t have 
weekends; I wasn’t going out. I worked 
insane hours seven days a week for quite a 
while to make it happen.” 

Masarani doesn’t have to work every 
hour of every day anymore. Since expand¬ 
ing Newport Tattoo to a second location 
in 2010, Masarani’s normal schedule has 
allowed for him to focus on his other pas¬ 
sion: Brazilian jiu-jitsu. “I actually started 
in jiu-jitsu by trading tattoos for private 
lessons before I even knew what an arm- 
bar was,” he says. 

Regardless of whether he’s training and 
coaching jiu-jitsu as a black belt at Triunfo 
Jiu-Jitsu and MMA in Costa Mesa or tattoo¬ 
ing at Newport Tattoo, Masarani ultimately 
wants to be a motivational tale for those 
around him. “I think my story can be inspi¬ 
rational for people,” Masarani says. “If s 
kind of my version of the American dream.”

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She Rocks Awards shake up NAMM while recognizing women

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G uitarist Laura B Whitmore is 
well-aware of the complexity 
of shifting gender inequality at 
America’s favorite amalgama¬ 
tion of music and capitalism, the NAMM 
Show. Whitmore and her Women’s Inter¬ 
national Music Network crew are working 
to change NAMM’s old boys’ club repu¬ 
tation with the She Rocks Awards, now 
in its fourth year, dedicated to honoring 
women who display leadership and stand 
out within the music industry. 

Past honorees include icons such as 
Sheila E, Janie Hendrix, the Bangles 
and Dinah Gretsch. Friday’s event at the 
Anaheim Hilton brings 14 new women to 
their ranks, including incomparable funk 
songstress Chaka Khan, Tom Tom Maga¬ 
zine’s Mindy Abovitz, bassist and Rock N’ 
Roll Camp for Girls LA organizer Becky 
Gebhardt, and Michael Jackson guitar¬ 
ist Jennifer Batten. While the show has 
plenty of celebrating to do, change is at 
the forefront of its agenda. 

Whitmore started playing music in 
elementary school, but she realized the 
need for women’s spaces in the musical- 
instrument world after writing a column 
for Guitar World Magazine called Guitar 
Girl’d. “I spoke to one artist after the 
other [and] saw a trend: Women didn’t 
have a voice in this industry,” says Whit¬ 
more. Her column was well-received by 
readers of all genders, and Whitmore 
began hosting events, panels and work¬ 
shops, which led to the formation of the 
She Rocks Awards. "As a woman in the 
music business, I’ve found myself the 
butt of sexist jokes, been groped [and] 
been made to feel like my opinion matters 
less,” Whitmore says. "But I am optimis¬ 
tic. I think members of the industry, both 
male and female, are ready for change 
and a new conversation.” 


She Rocks Award recipient Gebhardt 
has shaped new conversations surround¬ 
ing gender since co-founding the Rock N’ 
Roll Camp for Girls LA in 2009. Empow¬ 
ering girls to create music is a cause close 
to Gebhardt’s heart, as music has been an 
integral part of her identity since age 13. "I 
became obsessed with listening to KROQ, 
KXLU, Pirate Radio and KNAC,” she says. 
She remembers digging through record 
crates with her brother and practicing 
bass before attending UCLA and joining 
the eclectic indie group Raining Jane. 
Gebhardt has recorded and performed 
guitar, bass and sitar over 10 years, most 
recently with Jason Mraz as a collabora¬ 
tor on his 2014 release, YES!, which thrust 
her on a world tour that included appear¬ 
ances on TV shows such as American Idol. 

"The [Rock N’ Roll Camp for Girls] 
community inspires and teaches me and 
makes me feel part of something bigger 
than myself,” Gebhardt says. "The award 
is significant to me because it means that 
[the camps] are being noticed in com¬ 
munities outside of our own, and that 
gives me hope for the future of girls and 
women in music.” 

As with many musicians, Gebhardt 
enjoys attending NAMM, but, she con¬ 
cedes, "due to a few exhibitors who 
choose to objectify women in their 
marketing, it’s not a [totally] hospitable 
environment to be in as a woman” when 
“women are already viewed as the minor¬ 
ity in many aspects of music, including the 
trade-show floor.” 

New York-based drummer and Tom 
Tom Magazine founder Abovitz under¬ 
stands the necessity of diverse represen¬ 
tations of women in music marketing and 
media. As a modern Orthodox Jewish 
teen, Abovitz’s intellectual trajectory 
was shaped by family celebrations and 


riot grrrl music, a scrappy and rebellious 
spirit that lives on in her dedication to 
"representations [that] promote com¬ 
passion and connectivity and eradicate 
fear of difference through media." Her 
post-college DIY fantasy of a print pub¬ 
lication wholly committed to covering 
women drummers became a reality in 
2009 and has since become a full-fledged 
social movement thanks to its much- 
needed coverage of female drummers and 
involvement with Hit Like a Girl, a world¬ 
wide online drum competition centering 
on girls and women. 

Abovitz feels honored to be among the 
She Rocks recipients and “hope[s] NAMM 
has been paying attention” and will rec¬ 
ognize the revolutionary potential to 
actively include individuals convention¬ 
ally considered on the fringe of the music 
world. "Often when people look around 
a room and only see one kind of people, 
they don’t ask themselves where everyone 
else is,” she says. "And if they do, they fre¬ 
quently assume those people chose not to 
come. It takes one extra step of compas¬ 
sion and effort to invite someone new or 
open the door to a group of people who, in 
my opinion, are waiting right outside the 
door in the hopes of being invited in.” 

Guitar legend Batten thought the 
revolution had begun when [she] joined 
Michael Jackson’s tour in 1987. But while 
touring, Batten witnessed a possible 
period of change that stagnated. "It’s been 
a 30-year delay, but now, in part due to the 
Internet, loads of young girls are kicking 
ass and taking music much more seri¬ 
ously,” she says. Batten never felt limited 
because of her gender, but she did "get 
comments every once in a while that let 
me know that my being female was a big 
deal to them, but it wasn’t to me.” 

Batten is excited to join the ranks of 


She Rocks honorees. “To be recognized 
for influencing other female musicians 
is just plain cool,” she says, adding that 
she hopes the awards will inspire other 
women to pursue their musical ambitions 
in business and performance. "To shine 
a light, especially on those behind-the- 
scenes of the industry, helps create aware¬ 
ness [of those who] have carved a path, so 
it’s wide open to women in the future.” 

Whitmore views She Rocks as an 
opportunity not only to "shine a spotlight 
on female role models,” but also "to bring 
men and women of the industry into the 
conversation.” Four years ago, there were 
no dedicated spaces honoring women at 
the NAMM Show, and Whitmore did not 
personally know her female colleagues 
after nearly 30 years in the business. 
Moving from virtual isolation to creating 
a community and a space for women to 
engage with one another while hyper-vis- 
ibly celebrating their accomplishments at 
a trade show notorious for its stagnation is 
phenomenal growth. 

As amazing as She Rocks is, Whitmore 
hopes that one day her organization is 
obsolete and can aid in the normalization 
of women in business and performance 
sectors of music. Her long-term desire 
is to retire the phrase "she’s pretty good 
for a girl.” 

"Maybe one company will hire one 
more woman,” Whitmore says. "Maybe a 
parent will encourage their daughter to 
work at a music store. Maybe one girl will 
become a major producer. Then two. And 
then, who knows ... world domination!”

Fresh-Squeezed Gear 


OC-based companies are coming to play at NAMM

F or four days each January 
the annual music-merchant 
bonanza from the National 
Association of Music Merchants 
(NAMM) rumbles into downtown Ana¬ 
heim, bringing together from across the 
globe roughly 100,000 artists and instru¬ 
ment makers offering exclusive gear 
releases, appearances and performances. 
For industry geeks and gearheads, the 
NAMM Show is a grand bazaar at which 
deals are made over beer and ethnic fusion 
served from a truck. 

Orange County has a rich tradition 
in instrument making dating back to its 
orange grove days. Leo Fender of Strato- 
caster fame built electric guitars out of his 
radio-repair shop in downtown Fullerton. 
In Santa Ana, Adolph Rickenbacker exper¬ 
imented with steel-bodied designs before 
making the electric guitar of choice for 
John Lennon. The host locale always rep¬ 
resents itself well at the NAMM Show— 
and this year is no different. 

Anaheim’s Kanstul Music is a family- 
owned maker of brass instruments. 

The 86-year-old patriarch and founder 
Zigmant Kanstul still works in the fac¬ 
tory assembling horns—boutique pieces 
favored by Arturo Sandoval, Doc Sever- 
insen, Herb Alpert and Wayne Bergeron. 
As many such companies moved opera¬ 
tions overseas to save on costs, Kanstul 
remained adamant about keeping his 
instruments USA-made. He will be hon¬ 
ored with an achievement award Saturday 
morning at the Idea Center. 

On the other end of the longevity 
spectrum is Neunaber Audio Effects. The 
Santa Ana company is hoping to gain trac¬ 
tion with its Reverberator pedal, which 
appears super-versatile, housing eight 
separate kinds of reverb. 

At last year’s show, Irvine’s Ultimate 
Ears got a good buzz at its booth with a 
3D scanner. Visitors could fit themselves 
for custom in-ear monitors in a matter of 


minutes. Ultimate Ears will bring the scan¬ 
ner back at several locations at the festival. 
Audiophiles should also note the company 
will be showcasing its new super-hi-reso- 
lution in-ear monitors, made in collabora¬ 
tion with Capitol Studios. 

With its North America operation based 
in Buena Park, Yamaha is recognized as the 
world’s largest musical-instrument com¬ 
pany. It has several new wares to showcase 
at NAMM, perhaps the most notable of 
which is the Revstar solid-body guitar. It 
resembles a cross between a Gibson SG 
and a ’60s European race motorcycle, a 
nod to the other great Yamaha tradition. 

A longtime veteran of guitar-amplifier 
designs, Laguna Beach native Patrick 
Quilter of Quilter Laboratories stepped 
down from a top corporate job with QSC 
Products, which he helped found with his 
brother decades ago, to open a small shop 
so he could focus more on his true pas¬ 
sion: amplifier research and development. 
Quilter has spent much of his time trouble¬ 
shooting the age-old conundrum of tube 
amplification—that is, to somehow make it 
not so goddamn heavy. Here, he will show 
off his latest solution: the powerful and 
delightfully tiny Pro Block 200. 

Every year at NAMM, there’s at least 
one thing that makes you curse yourself 
for not thinking of it first. This weekend, it 
may be the Quick-Pik thumb pick made by 
Guptill Music in Santa Ana. It helps gui¬ 
tarists playing hybrid finger styles switch 
between flatpicking and claw-style, right- 
hand approaches. Hopefully, the Guptill 
booth will have some demos by outrageous 
acoustic pickers—and some samples ready.

Fill the Poor 

A s a promoter and manager of undiscovered 
talent in OC, John Safari is used to giving 
opportunities to local bands most of us never 
knew existed. The founder of the artist-develop¬ 
ment collective Orange County Music League 
(OCML) says his ears are perpetually open to 
new music. But his latest venture opened his 
eyes to the swath of homeless who spend every 
night camped outside the Santa Ana Civic Cen¬ 
ter, less than five blocks from OCML's office. 

Starting Jan. 31, Safari will host a monthly 
brunch at 4th Street Market that doubles as a 
food and clothing drive and will feature per¬ 
formances from OCML bands, comedians and 
other local talent. Safari's main goal is to create 
a community of musicians who spend time think¬ 
ing about something other than their big break. 
"We're growing a more compassionate com¬ 
munity this way because no matter what, it gets 
people thinking about other people," he says. 

After each Sunday brunch, the food and sup¬ 
plies donated will be prepared and distributed to 
the homeless on the following Thursday. With the 
help from 4th Street Market and local promotion 
companies Twisted Soul Entertainment and 1st 
Degree Entertainment, this charitable event is 
sure to be one of the most altruistic movements 
to come out of OC's music community. 

"I didn't even know how bad it was [at the 
Civic Center] and how many people slept outside 
over there until we went out and fed them," 

Safari says. "You see a few homeless people 
walking around, and you think it's pretty bad, but 
you go to the Civic Center, and you go, 'Holy shit, 
there's thousands of people here.' And the city's 
not taking care of it; it's in their parking lot." 

Safari and his crew of volunteers shot video 
documenting their effort to feed the homeless 
outside the Civic Center just before Thanksgiv¬ 
ing, for which they were able to serve hot meals 
to more than 200 people. Santa Ana's 4th Street 
Market is allowing OCML to use its test kitchen 
to prep meals free of charge; the Robin's Nest 
Wine Bar is also donating food and supplies to 
help the effort.

Everything from the cooking, serving and 
donations is handled by local musicians, many of 
whom owe plenty of gratitude to Safari for get¬ 
ting them gigs or distributing their music under 
the OCML banner. South County punk band the 
Alienated and OC rockers Dreams of Vertigo are 
two of the bands that have been most helpful in 
the initial stages of the OCML event, donating 
clothing. For Kenny "Feezy" O'Brien, bassist for 
the Alienated, helping out with a drive such as 
this is especially significant. Lastyear, he and his 
band elected to spend several months living in 
their drummer's van to experience in some small 
way what it might be like to be homeless. By the 
end of his experience, O'Brien says, he emerged 
with a new appreciation forthe simplest things 
he'd taken for granted. 

"We realized that a lot of the clothes we had 
weren't good enough to keep us warm and com¬ 
fortable," he says. "We were more focused on 
looking good than being comfortable. That's one 
thing we totally overlooked." 

It's also something that most people overlook 
when donating to charity. While food is nice, 
Safari says, it's better for people to donate warm 
clothes, tarps, tents and blankets that will help 
people keep warm and dry, especially with the 
expected El Nino season. 

"Nobody thinks about the small things, like the 
fact that you really don't wanna wear the same 
underwear five days in a row," Safari says. "And 
it's really hard for any of these people to get laun¬ 
dry done, so even a laundry pass would be amaz¬ 
ing or bus passes—the things that people aren't 
really thinking of are the things they need."
